_Its Head, viewed thro’ a Refieétor, that magnified fourfcore Times, appeared like the 
Figure of the Moon, when fhe is about two Thirds illuminated ; and from the remote 


Limb from the Sun there feem’d to iffue out a large thick Vapour. Its afcending Node, 
or the Place where its Orb interfeéts the Ecliptick, is in the Beginning of Taurus,

150 The Frencu Declaration of WAR. 


From the London Gazette. 


Tranflation of the French King’s Declaration 
of War againft England, March 15, 3744. 
By the King. 

HE King, from the Beginning of the 

Troubles that arofe after the Death of 
the Emperor Charles the Vith, omitted no- 
thing to convince the World, that his Maje- 
fty defired nothiog with more Ardour than to 
fee them forthwith appeafed by a juft Ac- 
commodation between the Parties at War. 
The Conduét which his Majefty has fince 
held, has fufficienely thewn that he perfifled 
conftantly in the fame Difpofitiens ; and hav- 
ang been pleafed not to form for himfelf any 
Pretenfion that might give the leaft Obftacle 
to the Re eftablifhment of the Tranquillity 
of Europe, he did not think himfelf obliged 
to take Part in the War, otherwife thao by 
furnithing to his Allies the Succours which he 
found himfelf engaged to give them. Views 
fo difinterefted, would foon have reftored 
Peace, if the Court of London had had as 
equitable and moderate Sentiments, and if 
fhe had confulted the Good and Advaotage of 
the Englijb Nation only. But the Kiog of 
England, Eleétor of Hanover, had very oppo- 
fite Intentions, and it was not long before it 
was perceived that they tended to nothing 
but the Kindling of a general War. Not fa- 
tisfied with diverting the Court of Vienna 
from all Thoughts of Reconciliation, and 
nourifhing her Animofity by the moft violent 
Councils, he made it his whole Endeavour 
to irritate France, by caufing her Commerce 
by Sea to be difturbed in all Parts, in Con- 
tempt of the Law of Nations, and of the 
moft folema Treaties. The Convention of 
Hanover, of the Month of Offober, 1741, 
feemed, however, to be of a Nature to calm 
his Majefly'’s ApprehenGions as to the Conti- 
muation of fuch like Exceffies; the King of 
England, during the Stay hé made in his 
German Dominions, feemed to hearkea to the 
Complaints that were made to him concera- 
ing them, and to feel the Juftice of them. 
He gave his Royal Word that he would caule 
them te ceafe, and formally engaged not to 
trouble the Allies of the King in the Purfuit 
of their Rights; but fcarce was he got back 
to London, but he forgot all his Promifes, and 
as foon as he was fore that the King’s Arm 
was entirely quitting Wefipbalia, he declared, 
by his Minifters, that the Convention fub- 
fifted no longer, and that he held himéelf dif- 
engeged from it. Then he look’d upon him- 
felf to be under no Obligation of keeping any 


A 
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at all the Courts in Europe; the Piracies of 
the Engiifo Men of War increafed with Cru- 
elty and Barbarity ; the Ports of the King. 
dom were no longer a Protection againft their 
Infults: In fine, the Eng'if> Squadrons have 
dared to undertake to come and block up the 
Port of Toulon, ftopping all Ships, making 
themfelves Mafters of their whole Cargoes, 
carrying off. ikewife the Recruits and Am- 
munition that his Majefty was fending to his 
Places. So many repeated Injuries ad Out- 
rages tired out, at laft, his Majefty’s Pa- 
tience, he could not bear them any longer 
without being wanting to the Proteétion 
which he owes to his Subjeéts, to what he 
owes to his Allies, and to what he owes to 
himfelf, to his Honour, and to his Glory, 
Such are the true Motives which do not any 
longer fuffer his Majefty to remain within the 
Bounds of the Moderation, which he had 
prefcribed to himfe!f, and which force him to 
declare War, as he declares it by thele Pre- 
fents, by Sea and by Land, againft the King 
of England, Ele&tor of Hanover. His Maje- 
fty orders and enjoins ali his Subjects, Vaf- 
fals, and Servants, to fall upon the Subjects 
of the King of England, Ele@tor of Hanover : 
Stritly forbids them to have hereafier with 
them any Communication, Commerce, or 
Intelligence, upon Pain of Death ; and con- 
fequently, his Majefty has from this Time 
revoked, and does revoke, al] Permifiions, 
Paffports, Safe-Guards, and Safe-Conduéts, 


D which may have been granted by him, or 


by his Licutenant-Generals, and other Offi- 
cers, Contrary to thefe Prefents; and has de- 
clared, and does declare them nul] and of no 
Effet and Value, forbidding all Perfons 
whatfoever to pay any Regard to them. 
His Majefty commands and orders the Duke 
de Penthiewre, Admira) of France, the Mart- 
fhals of France, his Governors, and Lieutc- 
nant Generals of his Provinces, and Armies, 
Major. Generals, Colonels of Horfe and Foot, 
Captains, Chiefs, and Leaders of his Sol- 
diers, as well Horfe as Foot, French and 
Strangers, and all other his Officers whom it 
may concern, that they caufe the Contents 
of thefe Prefents to be executed, as far as it 
it relates to each of them, in the Extent of

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The King’s Declaration of War againft France. [153] 


N Saturday, March 31, his Majefty’s 
O Declaration of War againft France was 
prociaim’d, in Manner following, according to 
the ufual Cuftom on fuch Occafions. At 
Ten o’Clock the Officers at Arms, with the 
Serjeant at Arms and Trumpeters, mounted 
their Horfes in the Stable-Yard, St, ames's, 
and proceeding thence to the Palace Gate, 
Garter, Principal King at Arms, read the 
Declaration ; and Norroy, King at Arms, 
proclaim'd it aloud ; which being done, a 
Proceffion was made to Chartng-Cro/s, in the 
following Manner. Guards to clear the Way. 
Conftables and Beadles of Weftminfier, two 
and two, bare-headed, with their Staves. 
High Conflable of Weftminfler, with his 
Staff. Officers of the High Bailiff of Wef- 
minfier on Horfeback, with white Wands. 
Clerk of the High Bailiff of Wefiminfier, 
High Bailiff of Wefminfter ; on his Right 
Hand the Deputy Steward, The Firft Troop 
of Horfe Grenadier Guards. Knight Mar- 
fhal’s Men, two and two. Kiog’s Trum- 
pets. Serjeant Trumpeter, bearing his Mace. 
Purfuivants and Heralds, two and two. Nor- 
roy, King at Arms, having on each Side a 
Serjeant at Arms, with Maces, Garter, 
Principal King at Arms, between two Ser- 


) jeants at Arms. Firft Troop of Horfe Guards,

HE Troubles, which broke out in Ger- 

. many, on account of the Succefiion of 

the late Emperor Charles the Sixth, having 

been begun, and carried om, by the Inftiga- 

tion, Affiftance, and Support of the French 
1744 : 


King, with a View to overturn the Balance 
of Power in Europe, and to extend the dan- 
gerous Influence of that Crown, in direct 
Violation of the folemn Guaranty of the 
Pragmatick Sanétion, given by him in the 
Year One thoufand feven hundred and thirty 
eight, in Confideration of the Ceffion of 
Lorraine; and We having, on Our Part, 
executed Our ts for magntaining 
the Pragmatick Sanétion, with that good 
Faith, which is infeparable from Us; and 
having oppofed the Attempts made agaioft 
the Dominioos of the Queen of Hungary ; 
We are not furprifed, that Our Conduct, in 
this Refpeét, thould have drawn upon Us the 
Refentment of the French King, who has 
found his ambitious Views, in a great Mea- 
fure, difappointed by the Affifance We have 
furnifhed to Our Ally, unjuftly attack’d 
by him; or that he fhould alledge it, as 
a principal Reafon for declaring War againft 
Us. , 


From the Time that We found Ourfelves 
obliged, for the Maintenance of the juf 
Rights of Our Subjeéts, to enter into a 
War with Spain, inftead of obferving a ftri& 
Neutrality, which We might have promifed 
Ourfelves on the Part of the French King, 
from whom We were even founded by 
Treaty to have demanded Affiftance; he 
has given Encouragement and Support to 
Our Enemies, by conniving at his Subjeéts 
acting as Privateers under Spanif> Commif- 
fions, both in Europe and America; and by 
fending in the Year One thoufand feven hun- 
dred and forty, a ftrong Squadron into the 
American Seas, in order to prevent Us, from 
profecuting the juft War, which We were 
carrying on againft Spain, in thofe Parts 5 
and We have the moft authentick Proof, 
that an Order was giyen to the Comman- 
der of the French Squadron, not only to act 
in a hoftile Manner againft Our Ships, either 
jointly with the Spamards, or feparately ; 
but even to concert Meafures with Our Ene~- 
mies, for attacking one of Our priacipal Do~ 
minions in Americas a Duplicete of that 
Order dated the Seventh of Ofober, One 
thoufand feven hundred and forty, having 
fallen into the Hands of the Commander ia 
Chief of Our Squadron in the We? Indies. 
This injurious Proceeding was greatly aggra- 
vated by the French Minfter, at Our Court, 
having declared on Occafion of fending the 
faid Squadron, that the French King was 
very far from having aoy Defiga, or Inten- 
tion, of breaking with Us. 


The fame offenfive Condué was continued, 
on the Part of the French King, towards Us, 
by his Squadron in the Mediterranean, in the 
Year One thoufand feven hundred and forty

one, joining with and protecting the Ships of 
Our Enemies, in Sight of Our Fleet, which 
was preparing to attack them. 


Thefe unwarrantable Proceedings ; the no- 
torious Breach of Treaties, by repairing the 
Fortifications, and ereéting New Works at 
Dunkirk ; the open Hoftilities lately commit- 
ted againft Our Fleet in the Mediterranean ; 
the Affront and Indignity offered to Us, by 
the Reception of the Son of the Pretender 
to Our Crown, in the French Dominions ; 
the Embarkation aétually made at Dunkirk, 
of a confiderable Body of Troops, notorioufly 
defigaed for an Invafion of this Kingdom, in 
Favour of the Pretender to Our Crown ; and 
the fending a Squadron of French Ships of 
War into the Channel, to fupport the faid 
Embarkation and Invafion; will be lafting 
Monuments of the little Regard had by the 
French Court for the moft folemn Engage- 
mente, when the Obfervance of them is in- 
confiftent with Intereft, Ambition, or Refent- 
ment. 


We cannot omit taking Notice of the un- 
joft Infinuations contained in the French 
King’s Declaration of War againft Us, with 
refpeét to the Convention made at Hanover, 
in Ofeber, One thouiand feven hundred and 
forty one. That Convention, regarding Our 
Ele@orate only, had no Relation to Our 
Condu&t as King of Great Britain: The 
Allegations concerning it, are groundlefs and 
injurious: Our Proceedings in that Refpeét, 
having been perfeétly confiftent with that 
Good Faith, which We have always made 
Phe Rule of Our A€tions. 


It is unneceflaty to mention the Objections 
made to the Behaviour of Our Minifters in 
Foreign Courts ; fince it is notorious that 
the principal View, and Objet, of the Ne- 
gotiations of the French Minifters in the 
feveral Courts of Europe, have been, either 
to ftir up inteftine Commotions in the Coun- 
tries, where they refided; or to create Dif- 
ferences, and Mifunderftandings, between 
them, and their refpective Allies. 


The Charge of Piracy, Cruelty, and Bar- 
barity againft Our Ships of War, is equally 
wnjaft and unbecoming; and We have ail 
Goch Proceedings fo much in Abhorrence, 
that, if any Praétices of that Nature had 
been made appear to Us, We fthould have 
tgkeg effedtual Care to put a Stop to 


them, and to have punithed the Offender 
in the fevereft Manner. 


We being therefore indifpenfably obliges 
to take up Arms, and entirely relying on the 
Help of Almighty God, who knows the Up. 
rightnefs of Our Intentions, have thought fr 
to declare, and do hereby declare War again 
the French King ; and we will, in purfuance 
of fuch Declaration, vigoroufly profecute the 
fame by Sea and Land j; beirig affured of the 
ready Concurrence; and Affiftance, of al 
Our loving Subjeéts, in fo juft a Caufe: And 
We do hereby will; and require, Our Gene. 
rals and Commanders of Our Forces, Ou 
Commiffioners for executing the Office of 
High Admiral of Great Britain, Our Liev. 
tenants of Our feveral Counties; Governors 
of Our Forts and Garifons, and all other 
Officers under them, by Sea and Land, to 
do, and execute, all Aéts of Hoftility, in 
the Profecution of this War againft the faid 
Freneb Kinz, his Vaffals, and Subjefts, and 
to oppofe their Attempts; willing, and re- 
quiring, all Our Subjects to take Notice of 
the fame, whom We henceforth ftriétly for- 
bid to hold any Correfpondence, or Commu- 
nication, with the Subjeéts of the Fresb 
King: And We do hereby command Our 
own Subjeéts, and advertife all other Perfons 
of what Nation foever, not to tranfport or 
carry any Soldiers, Arms, Powder, Ammu- 
tion, or other contraband Goods, to any of 
the Territories, Lands, Plantations, or Coun- 
tries of the faid French King; declaring, 
that whatfoever Ship or Veffel thall be met 
withal, tranfporting or carrying any Soldiers, 
Arms, Powder, Ammunition, or other con- 
traband Goods, to any of the Territories, 
Lands, Plantations, or Countries of the {aid 
French King, the fame being taken, hall be 
condemned as good and lawful Prize. And 
wherteas there are remaining in Our King- 
doms divers of the Subjects of the Fresh 
King, We do hereby declare Our Royal Is- 
tention to be, that all the French Subjects, 
who fhall demean themfelves dutifully to- 
wards Us, fhall be fafe in their Perfons aad 
Eftates, ©

GOD fave the KING 
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N Saturday, Feb. 25th, Prince Lobko- 

witz, at the Head of the Aufirian Ar- 
my in Italy, marched with Intent to have 
attacked the Spaniards in their ftrong Camp 
at Pefaro, after having, as is fuppofed, re- 
ceived Advice of the Defeat of the combined 
Squadrons of France and Spam, by the Bri- 
tifh Squadron uncer Admiral Matthews, off 
Toulon ; but Count Gages having likewife re- 
ceived Advice of that Defeat, retired the 
fame Day, with the Spanifb Army under his 
Command, from the Camp they had fo long 
occupied, and fo ftrongly fortify’d at Pefaro, 
and marched precipitately towards Sinigagla 
and Ancona; and in order to fecure his Re- 
treat, he broke down all the Bridges upon the 
River Metauro. .On the 26th, in the Morn- 
ing, the main Body of the Auffrian Army 
arrived in the Spanifb Camp at Pefaro, and 
their Vanguard advanced as far as Fano, 
from whence al! the Light Horfe and Huffars 
were fent in purfuit of the Enemy, of whom 
they took great Numbers and fent them Pri- 
foners to the Camp, befides a much greater 
Number who deferted from the Spaniards, 
and came in voluntarily to lift in the Aufrian 
Service, 

_ From Vienna we hear, that as the Czarina 
ftill infifts upon the Marquis de Botta’s being 
punifhed, for the Share he had in the Con- 
{piracy againft her Czarif> Maijefty, the 
Queen of Hungary has caufed that unfortu- 
nate Minifter to be confined to his own 
Houfe, till he has fufficiently juftify’d him- 
felf ; which he very probably will never be 
able to do, to the Satisfaétion of the Ru/ian 
Court. The fame Advices tell us, that an 
Exprefs had been ftopt at Mantya, which 
was difpatch’d from the Emperor to Rome, to 
thank the Pope for the Past which he had 
taken in the Affair of the young Preten- 
der, and that her Hungarian Majefty imme- 
diately ordered the Difpatches to be commu- 
nicated to the Britifb Minifter. 

From Poland we have an Account, that 
there has lately been a Rebellion or Infurree- 
tion of the common People in Lithuania, oc- 
cafioned by the Exaétions of the Hews, who, 
in that Country, are employ’d to colleé& the 
publick Taxes ; but proper Methods having 
been ufed to pacify the People, it ended, as 
moft popular Infurre€tions do, in the De- 
firu€tion of their principal Leaders. How- 
ever, another Difturbance of a much more 
gangerous Nature is ftil] to be apprehended, 
from a Difpute between Count Tarlo, Pala- 
tine of Lublin, and Count Ponietow/ki, two 
of the greateft Families of that Kingdom, 
about the Succeffion to the Sodighki Family. 
Upon this Account a Duel had been fought 
between them fome Months ago, in which 
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Count Poniatow/ki had the better; but Count 
Tarlo infifted upon a fecond Trial, which was 
decided upon the 14th Inftant, N. S. at 
Martmont near Warfaw, and ended in Count 
Tarlo’s being kill’d dead on the Spot, and 
Count Poniatow/ki’s being wounded, but not 
dangeroufly. Whether this Accident will put 
an End to the Family Quarrel is not yet 
known. 

The following is the Refolution agreed to 
by the States General, when Mr. Trevor, our 
Minifter at the Hague applied to them, for 
having a Body of their Troops fent over to 
defend us againft an Invafion, viz. 

‘¢ That the Umbrage which had been 
taken, as if the Kingdoms of his Britannick 
Majefty were threatened with an Invafion, 
from the Arrival of the eldeft Son of the 
Pretender in France, from the Sailing of the 
Breff Squadron, and from the Preparations 
and Motions which are making along the 
Coafts, and particularly at Dunkirk, in order 
to make an Embarkation of Troops there, 
cannot be looked upon but as extremely well 
founded: That their High Mightineffes do fa 
greatly efteem his Majefty, and his. Friend- 
thip, and take fo great a Part in the Prefer- 
vation and Welfare of his Majefty, and his 
Kingdoms, that o0 foreign Power do create 
Diforder therein, and that no Invafion be 
made upon the prefent Conftitution as by 
Law eftablifhed * ; and confidering not only 
their Treaties and Alliances, which oblige 
them to fupport his Majefty in his lawful 
Government, and his Kingdoms in their Re- 
ligion and Liberties, but alfo their own In- 
terefis, as judging that the Prefervation of 
their own State, and of their own Religion 
and Liberty, under the Affiftance of the Al- 
mighty, depends in a very great Meafure 
upon the ftri€ Union and Alliances between 
the Crown of Great Britain and their Re- 
publick: In Confequence thereof, they do 


~ not hefitatea Moment to grant his Majefty 


immediately the Succour of 6000 Men, and 
have already chofen, and given Orders for the 
Tran{portation of fix Battalions into England, 
as foon as poffible: That they will immee 
os me themfelves, whether there be 
in the Ports belonging to the Republick 
Veffels of War in a Condition to ioalias 6 
Convoy to the faid Troops; of which they 
are not certain: That their’ High Mighti- 
neffes being firmly perfuaded, that in this 
Conjunéture their Interefts are one and the 
fame with thofe of his Majefty, they will 
be ready and willing to give his Majefty all 
the Affiftance, which the common Interefts 
and the good Faith of the Treaties require, 
and which is in their Power.”
